Home congressmen, who do not be 


lieve in a single gold standard nor yet 
in the free coinage of silver as it was 
prior to the demonetization act of 1873 
favor a change of ratio from 16 to 1 so 
as to put more silver in the dollar 
This idea ia combatted by nearly all 
the straight-out silver men, as they say 
the dollar is large enough now, in fact, 
its size has been urged against its use 
by the gold men. 


Statisticians inform us* that the sil 


var coinage of the world, outside of the 
United States, is valued at $3,300,000,000 
This was coined upon a ratio of about 
15)£ to 1. If the United States changes 
the ratio to 18 to 1 or 20 to 1 it wil 
have to recoin every standard dollar in 
the country, as they would have less 
value than a new dollar based on the 
ratio of 18 to 1. Other nations wonlc 
not adopt this new ratio, because 
would necerffcitato the recoinage o 
their silver and entail a loss of $500, 
000,000 or $600,000,000. 
The United 


States would have a different ratii 
from all other nations and its silve 
coins, iu. proportion to their curren 
value, would contain more silver than 
those of any other country. 


A change of ratio by the TJnit& 


Spates alone would therefore be imprac 
tiuible. We can adopt free coinage a 
the present ratio and 
successfully 


maintain it agauibt the world. If othe 
nations send their silver here to b 
coined, as gold men say they would di 
if our mints are opened to silver, thej 
will have to invest it here, as American 
cbins do not pnsa current in foreign 
countries, and if we find we are getting 
the worst of it by disposing of wheai 
cotton, corn and other products for &il 
ver, the price of these commodities wil 
advance so that foreigners will gain 
nothing by bringing their silver heret 
be coined and invested. 


History gives no instance of a nation 


having too much gold and silver. I 
the ratio is changed so that more silvei 
is put in the dollar, foreign nations 
which produce no silver will purchase 
our coins arid mint them at a. less ratio 
If free coinage ia adopted by the United 
States, the price of silver bullion wil 
immediately advance to 
$1.29 pei 


ounce and there will be more for sale 
at less than that price. It will have 
fixed value, as a metal used for money 
should have, and there will be no 60- 
cent nor 70-cetit dollars, as the gold 
men allege there is now. 


WHA1 
HOKK 


WANfS. 


PAPER 


The Atlanta Journal, a paper owned 


by the secretary oC the interior, which 
a week ago endorsed the president'] 
mo&sage, now calls upon congress to 
pass a free coinage bill for both silver 
and gold and have enough silver put in 
the silver dollar to put it on n parity 
with gold, It says Cleveland and his 
cabinet and the Democratic leaders of 
the house are squarely in favor of the 
plan. As the Atlanta Journal has been 
in favor of tho unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman bill and has not hereto- 
fore intimated _that it wanted silver 
coined on any terms, the change is re- 
garded as significant. Until recently 
every gold trust oapar in the country 
favored tho coinage of silver upon the 
terms named, that is to put as much 
silver in the dollar as London brokers 
are willing to sell for a dollar. This 
would necessitate the recoiuage of all 
the standard dollars iu circulation or 
held in the treasury, as it would take 
the mints years to recoin the dollars 
and the bullion in the treasury. 
It 


does not suit the silver men who are 
making a fight for the present ratio of 
16 to 1, and will not vote for a higher 
one as it would aegrade silver. 


It is generally believed by silver men 


that if u bill for the free coinage of sil- 
ver cannot be passed at the present 
ratio it cannot be passed if the ratio is 
changed to 18 to 1. So they will fight 
until driven into the last ditch for 
keeping the standard dollar at its pres- 
ent size and weight and making its 
coinage free. 


HTEWAHT'S CUKIIKNCY BILL. 


A report was industriously circu- 


lated by several newspapers, which 
claim to favor free coinage, while up- 
holding those who are known to be op- 
posed to it, that Senator Stewart had 
introduced a bill authorizing the issue 
of $100,000.000 of government bonds. 
The JOUBN.VL contradicted the rumor 
and gave a synopsis of the Stewart bill, 
showing that instead of authorizing the 
issue of bonds, it provides for the issu- 
ance of greenbacks with which to re- 
deem bonds and thus afford immediate 
financial relief to the country. 


The enemies of Senator Stewart, who 


baa a few in Nevada, notwithstanding 
he received every vote cast in both 
houses of the legislature for United 
States senator, pretended to believe 
that he had deserted the silver cause, 
joined the goldbuga and introduced a 
bill to issue bonds in accordance with 
the wishes of the gold trust. The 
Congressional Record of August 9, 1893, 
page 28, contains the full text of the 
bill, with the remarks of Senator Stew 
art, which the JOOBNAU publishes in 
fall, that the people may see for them- 
selves that the bill is not to issue 
bonds to withdraw money from cirou- j 
Ibtiozi, but to issue more money and < 
get it into circulation by purchasing 
bonds at a premium not to exceed 12 
per cent on the face value of such 
bonds.

Sibley of Pennsylvania Favors Silver. 


WASHINGTON, August 18.—Congress- 


man Sibley of Pennsylvania opened 
the debate hi the house in favor of bi- 
metallism. He favored the proposi- 
tion of Johnson of Ohio providing that 
holders of United States bonds might 
deposit those securities with the g ov 
eminent, receiving therefor treasury 
notes. The time had come, he said, 
when the clearing-houses of great cities 
should no longer dominate and control 
the policy of the 67,000,000 of workers 
of this land. 
Sibley caused some 


laughter by the manner in which he 
paid his respects to the New York Be- 
form Club, bankers and goldbugs 
Since he (Sibley) had been in Washing- 
ton he had been asked why he, com- 
fortably off in this world's goods, and 
coming from Pennsylvania, should take 
the position that he now did. 


His reply was that the people of 


Pennsylvania could still read, write and 
think. They read their bibles and 
they knew that the command was just 
as true to-day as it had been when it 
was thundered from Sinai, " Thou shalt 
not steal." [Applause.J The gentle- 
men in favor of a single gold standard 
said that England was against bimetal- 
lism; that France was against it; that 
Germany was against it, and even that 
our administration was against it, 
[laughter] but no such opposition could 
put out the spark of liberty in this 
continent. [Applause.] It was said that 
the odds were against the bimetallism. 
Granted. What then? 
Should they 


ask for quarter and say that their work 
was done? Say rather that the greater 
glory would be theirs if the field was 
won. 
Applause. 


At one time he had been a gold 


mononietallist, but he had studied the 
question and was no longer one, be- 
cause he would rather be honest than 
a monometallist. 
[Cheers laughter 


and applause.] It was said that the 
Republicans were going to join with 
tne Democrats in repealing the Sher- 
man law. What Republicans and what 
Democrats? Republicans of the east 
and Democrats of the east. But in his 
opinion the salvation of the country 
depended upon the people who were 
living west of the Alleghenies and 
south of Mason and Dixon's line. [Ap- 
plause.]

THE STEWART BILt. 


Intended to Give Immediate Relief with 


Oat Involving the I>!»cu«alon of th 
"Whole .Financial Oae«<lon. 
The following is from the Congres 


irional Record: 


lie it enacted by the senate and Iwute o) 


repretentalitPS, etc.: That the secretary 
of the treasury be, and he is hereby 
directed to issue silver certificates o: 
the character and denominations as 
now provided by law equal 
in 
amount to the silver bullion in th< 
treasury purchased under the act ol 
July 14, 1890, entitled "An act direct- 
ing the purchase of silver bullion anc 
and the issuance of treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes," in 
excess of the amount necessary, at its 
coining value, to redeem the treasury 
notes issued under said act, and to use 
the same, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, to provide for any de- 
ficiency in the revenues of the govern- 
ment, and to use the balance of such 
certificates in the purchase of United 
States, 4 per cent bonds at the market 
price thereof, not exceeding 12 per cent 
premium on the face value of such 
bonds; and the secretary shall, as fast 
as practicable, coin such excess of sil- 
ver and hold the same for the redemp- 
tion of the certificates provided for by 
this act. 


SBC 2. That the secretary of the 
treasury be, and he is hereby, further 
directed to issue $100,000,000 of United 
States legal tender notes of the char- 
acter .and description of the United 
States legal tender notes now out- 
standing, and purchase with such notes 
United States 4 per cent bonds, at the 
market price, not exceeding 12 per cent 
premium on the face value of the 
bonds so purchased, and the bonds 
purchased under the provisions of this 
act shall be held in the treasury as 
security for the redemption of the 
treasury notes issued under this act. 


Mr. Stewart—I should like to caU 


the attention of the Finance Com- 
mittee to this bill. My effort in draw- 
ing it has been to give immediate re- 
lief, without involving the discussing 
of the whole financial question; on the 
one band without involving the dis- 
cussion of increasing the circulation of 
the national banks, against which both 
houses have so frequently voted, and 
<*lso without involving the question ol 
supplying additional currency by re- 
storing the laws of free coinage as they 
had existed until 1873, because the 
condition of the country is such thai 
before measures so important as either 
of those could be determined much 
harm would take place. Before the 
recommendation of the president could 
be considered and discussed here many 
worthy citizens would be ruined and 
much injury would result to the whole 
country. 


Now, I do not propose to inquire 


into how this panic came, or whose 
fault it was There is no time for that 
now. 
When the house is on fire we 


must put out the flames first. There is 


currency famine in the country. 


Banks are closing their doors, the 
masses are being thrown out of employ- 
ment, and before any relief can be 
reached great distress will occur. The 
repeal of the Sherman act may or may 
not do good. I think it would do great 
tiarm and add much to the present 
financial trouble, but that may or may 
not be true. We know very well if we 
could put out some currency for imme- 
diate use it would bo a great relief. 


There are 49,000,000 of silver in the 


treasury which ia subject to be coined 
and silver certificates issued for it. 
They have been coining part of it and 
issuing silver certificates, but there 
.s no authority in the treasury depart- 
ment to issue the certificates until it 
s coined. This bill authorizes the de- 
partment to issue certificates immedi- 
ately for the amount they have on 
land and coin it afterwards. There is 
;49,000,000. Then the bill further pro- 
ides for the issuance of $100,000,000 of 
of greenbacks, as they are called, treas- 
ury notes, and purchase bonds, and 
rat the bonds in the treasury and hold 
.hem as security for the notes. The 
notes can be retired with these bonds 
at any time hereafter. If this could be 
done nearly $150,000,000 of money 
would bo furnished to the county and 
t would give immediate relief. 


My information' is that the savings 


>anks have a very large amount of 4 
>er cent bonds which they hold as in- 
vestments. It is impossible for them 
o convert those bonds into currency. 
?hey have been compelled to require 
ixty days' notice before they can pay 
heir depositors. That is creatirg great 
[istress and great alarm. 
If they 


iould convert their bonds immediately 
into currency and relieve the strin- 
gency it certainly would give us time 
to think over the matter and mature 
something that will meet the judgment 
of the American people. 


I do not think that this is a time for 


angry discussion. What ought to be 
done ought to be done deliberately. 
What I propose is that we shall give 
immediate relief and than consider the 
general proposition, and it seems to 
me that we should not stand here and 
discuss the question while the country 
is in such a terrible state of panic. It 
appears to me that it would be unpat- 
riotic for any man to get up any dis- 
cussion before immediate relief is 
given. The silver men do not believe 
that they can allow the act of 1890 to 
be repealed because they think that is 
monometallism, and they will have to 
straggle against it. They believe that 
that would be the end of free coinage 
forever They cannot give up that act 
and you can not expect them to do it. 


But we do not want to be placed in 


a position where we nvist contend for 
what we believe should 'be contended 
for. 
We do not want to be charged 


with doing anything to hinder relief 
while the country is suffering as it now 
is. I appeal to the senate if this is not 
the right scheme, to adopt a scheme 
to get out currency at once and then 
«tre may if possible, stop this panic and 
give prosperity to the country. These 
are mere suggestions. If this bill is 
not in the right form, any temporary 
nreaeure that -will ghm immediate re-

lief, so that we can discuss these ques- 
tions calmly, is what I am in favor of. 


I call the particular attention of the 


finance committee to this scheme and 
ask them to examine it and adopt it, or 
some scheme of this nature, that does 
not involve the whole money question, 
but which will get out immediate cur- 
rency and stop-ihe panic. I call upon 
the committee as patriotic citizens to 
lend their aid to that first before we 
take up the general question of finance.

WEATHER BCL,t.ETIN. 


Foster's Forecasts—Sun Spots and gtorm 


Waves. 


Cop> righted 1893 bj W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo.,Aug. 19.-My last bul- 


letin gave forecasts of the storm waves 
to cross the continent from the 16th to 
the 20tb, and from the 21st to the 25th. 
The next will reach the Pacific coast 
about the 25th, cross the western 
mountains by the close of the 27th, the 
great central valleys from the 28th to 
the 30th, and the eastern states about 
the 31st. This storm will develop its 
greatest force in the Mississippi valley 
from the 23th to the 30th, and will 
probably bejome a furious storm on 
the 29th. 


This storm wave will inaugurate a 


great change in the weather, and the 
torrid temperature of August will dis- 
appear as the gtorm wave advances 
toward the Atlantic. The rain belt, 
which will have advanced far to the 
north, will return to the southern 
states, and fall-like weather with the 
sere and yellow leaf will come in rap. 
idly. But frost will not be unusually 
early. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 26th, the 
great central valleys about the 28th, 
and the eastern states about the 30th. 
The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 29th, the great 
central valleys about the 31st, and the 
eastern states about September 2d, 


SUN SPOTS. 


As the laws of nature are everywhere 


the same, general results must neces- 
sarily be very similar. The sun is 
only an old and well developed earth, 
and in time our earth must necessar- 
ily become a sun, and the center of a 
solar system. We already have the 
beginning of "a planet—our moon—and 
as the ages roll and millions of years 
pass to the rear, our earth, growing 
larger, more powerful, shining more 
and more of its magnetic light, growing 
into a sun, will catch in its spider like 
net of magnetic currents other comets 
as it caught that great comet, which, 
stripped of its attendent gasaes ani 
lying debris, we now recognize as the 
queen of the evening shade. 


Sun spots are the attendents of sun 


storms, as our high barometers are the 
attendents of our 
storm 
centers. 


Study our high barometers, and you 
will readily understand the nature of 
sun spots. 


STOBM WAVES. 


That which we call a storm wave, 


consists of two parts, a high and a low 
barometer. The latter is the storm 
center,the former the anti-storm center, 
or clearing weather. The wind blows 
nto a low barometer at its base or 
next to the earth, coming from all di- 
rections, but principally from the.- 
lirection of the high barometer 
These high and low barometers ex- 


end far up into the atmosphere. In 
he ordinary storm, the average height 
o which these down pours and upward- 
ipouting columns of air affect the at- 
mosphere, average perhaps ten miles, 
while a tornado probably throws a 
piral column of air to a height of fifty 
miles. 
j 


The wind pours into a high barom- 
ter at its top, coming from all direc- 
ions, but principally from the low ba- 
ometer at its side. This pouring down 
rf air columns is not unlike a great 
waterfall, a Niagara, rushing in almost 
straight lines, toward the center of the 
high barometer, which is much smaller 
it its top than at its bottom. 
After this down-pour of fresh air 
rom above has entered the high ba- 
rometer and is falling toward the 
earth, it gradually takes up a'spiral 
movement, turning, in northern latti- 
udes with the hands of the watch, or 
,o the right. If we were viewing the 
air movement in the high barometer 
rom above, we could seldom sea this 
spiral movement, because we would 
only see the top currents which all 
move in nearly straight lines toward 
he center of the high barometer's 
vortejc. 


The cirrus clouds, the most elevated 


seen in our atmosphere, usually move 


toward the top of our high barometer, 
and then- moisture remains transpar- 
ent until the air has again become con- 
densed by entering the low barometer. 


There are two kinds of these high, 


and two kinds of low barometers on 
the earth. One stationary, the other 
transcient. The stationary or perpet- 
ual high barometers, cover very large 
areas. One of them covers the north 
Atlantic ocean, and another the north 
Pacific. Two others cover the south 
Atlantic and the south Pacific, and a 
fifth the Indian ocean. They never 
change, but are perpetual. 


The air currents in these perpetual 


high barometers _are constant, except a 
small variation between winter and 
summer. Facing the equator, these 
currents always run with the sun. To 
illustrate, I will describe the north 
Atlantic high barometer. 


THE TRADE WINDS 


Are the air currents of this north At- 
lantic high barometer. Down toward 
the equator, the wind blows almost 
constantly to the westward, and sail- 
tog ships from Europe or Africa veer 
their course toward the equator, so as 
catch the westward breeze. Columbus 
did not understand these trade winds, 
and therefore was becalmed in his voy- 
age, because he took a straight route 
through the center of the north Atlan- 
tic, where a dead calm is the rule. He 
also encountered a vast amount of sea 
weed, liable to clog the speed of sail- 
ing vessels. He was in the Sargasso 
sea, the center of the north Atlantic, 
and its high barometer. 


Not only the wind, but the waters of 


the sea move around this central Sar- 
gasso sea. Along the American coast 
the waters of the Gulf Stream and the 
prevalent winds move north-eastward, 
then cross the Atlantic, and then turn 
to the south down the European and 
African coasts, thus completing the 
circle. Sailing ships return to Europe 
by the north side of this high barom- 
eter. A portion of the waters, however, 
separate from the regular current and 
pass north of Europe and Asia, and as 
the Mediterranean sea evaporates more 
water than is emptied into it by rains 
and rivers, there is a strong current of 
sea water rushing into that sea by the 
straits of Gibraltar. 


The remains of wrecked ships, sea- 


weed, storm waves etc, continually 
move around the center of this north 
Atlantic high barometer. The storms 
of that ocean develop on its western 
borders, move northeastward, and if 
viewed from the sun, moon, or any 
other outside point, would appear to 
revolve around the earth in less than 
twenty-four hours, and if the earth's 
revolution on its axis was estimated by 
those storm waves, the earth would 
appear to revolve in less time than it 
really does. 
_ 


May Have Overdone the Business. 
The city fathers of Carson have 


passed an ordinance making it a penal 
offense for any saloon keeper to sell or 
give intoxicating liquors to persons 
who are under treatment by the Keeley 
Institute. 


To an outsider this looks as if the 


ordinance had placed the saloon men 
in close quarters. Unless every patient 
under treatment is registered, tagged 
or marked in some manner so that his 
identity could be readily detected the 
barkeeper is liable to be arrested every 
jime he waits on a customer. Perhaps 
ihe city fathers thought the luminous 
nose of the customer w»uld be a suffi- 
cient warning. No doubt the ordi- 
nance was passed with good intentions 
and with the view of aiding the efforts 
of the Keeley Institute of that city, but 
t is liable to have the opposite effect. 
There is, no doubt, a number of people 
in Carson who would be glad to be 
cured of the liquor habit, but a great 
many such may object to surrendering 
in advance what they may consider an 
inalienable right in order to obtain a 
cure. 


Headers of the Carson Tribune, have 


doubtless observed the improvement 
which has taken place in that journal 
recently. 
Some attribute it to the 


fact that the Deacon has been away to 
the lakes, leaving the entire manage- 
ment in the hands of Percy Parkinson, 
the youngest and brightest of the fam-
